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Farm  production  expenses  continued  to  increase  in  1944,  but  only  moderately. 
Operating  expenses  nearly  doubled  between  1939  and  1944.  Wage  payments  also  doubled. 
Some  of  the  other  expense  items,  however,  advanced  less,  so  that  the  total  expenses  in 
1944  were  only  about  80  percent  above  the  last  prewar  year,  about  the  same  as  the  advance 
from  1914  to  1918.

Cash  receipts  for  May  are  now  estimated  at  10H51  million  dollars  0

are  not  expected  to  show  much  change „  income  from  meat  animals  is  increas- 
ing mederatelyo    Dairy  production  which  reached  a  record  peak  for  the 
month  in  May,  is  increasing  seasonally 0    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs 
will  probably  decline  slightly  more  than  usualo 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  June  may  be  about  10  percent  greater 
than  in  MayQ    Income  from  fruits  Is  increasing  as  peaches  are  moving 
onto  markets  in  much  greater  volume  than  last  years  large  quantities  of 
cherries*  apricots0  plumsB  and  prunes  are  being  marketed  at  ceiling 
price 8 1  and  income  from  citrus  fruit  is  being  maintained  at  about  the 
May  level o    Although  the  season  has  been  backward  in  most  vegetable- 
growing  sections^  volume  of  principal  truck- crop  varieties  and  prices 
are  about  as  high  as  in  May0  and  cash  receipts  from  vegetables  are 
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showing  no  significant  change.    Income  from  food  grains  is  increasing  rather 
sharply  in  June,  as  harvesting  of  the  record  wheat  crop  advances,  although 
wheat  marketing  is  still  being  curtailed  because  of  the  car  shortage. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  half  of  I9U5  were 
about  8,70S  million  dollars,  slightly  more  than  the  income  of  8,669  million 
dollars  in  19^«    Monthly  cash  receipts  in  19^5  have  been  running  unusually 
close  to  the  comparable  months  in  ISkU.    Increased  income  from  nearly  all 
principal  crops  has  resulted  from  larger  quantities  carried  over  from  the 
previous  year.    Sales  of  most  varieties  of  meat  animals  and  other  livestock 
products  were  nearly  as  great  as  last  year  or  greater,  but  marketings  of  hogs 
dropped  sharply,  and  cash  receipts  from  all  livestock  and  livestock  products 
fell  about  7  percent. 

Indications  for  July  and  August 
Indications  are  that  receipts  from  marketings  will  continue  for  a  few 
months  at  least,  as  high  as  and  possibly  a  little  higher  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding months  of  last  year.    Receipts  in  July  may  be  from  5  to  10  percent 
higher    than  in  June.    This  would  be  about  the  same  or  slightly  above  July 
19H4.    Slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  will  increase  toward  the  latter  part  of 
the  month,  but  prices  will  drop  slightly  because  a  larger  proportion  of  grass- 
fed  cattle  will  be  sold.    Prices  will  probably  be  somewhat  higher  than  for  the 
same  month  last  year.    Hog  slaughter  will  probably  be  down  less  than  seasonally, 
as  a  large  proportion  of  the  fall  pigs  has  been  held  for  heavier  weights. 
Cash  receipts  from  wheat,  vegetables  and  fruit  are  expected  to  make  about  the 
usual  gains.    Income  from, crops  probably  will  show  an  increase  of  about  Uo 
percent  over  June,  but  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  will 
be  down  slightly. 
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In  August,  cash  receipts  may  rise  as  much  as  10  percent  July  and 
somewhat  above  August  1944.    With  favorable  weather,  income  from  cotton 
and  tobacco  will  make  large  seasonal  gains.    Increases  in  slaughter  of 
cattle  and  calves,  starting  in  July,  will  continue  in  August.     The  usual 
decline  in  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products  from  July  to  August,  together 
with  the  seasonal  increase  in  receipts  from  meat  animals,  will  probably 
result  in  total  receipts  for  livestock  about  the  same  as  in  July. 

Net  Farm  Income  in  1944 

Net  farm  income  in  1944  was  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  1943.  The 
net  income  of  farm  operators  from  current  farm  operations-  in  1944  amounted 
to  11.9  billion  dollars,  slightly  higher  than  in  1943.    Adding  Government 
payments,  the  net  income  amounted  to  12.6  billions,  which  is  only  2  percent 
higher  than  in  1943,  but  nearly  3  times  the  pre-war  average  net  income 
realized  by  farm  operators.     Since  farm  income  was  at  an  abnormally  low 
level  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  it  has  increased  more  than  nonfarm 
income;  but  between  1943  and  1944  nonfarm  income  continued  to  increase 
while  the  income  to  farmers  from  farming  operations  remained  at  about  the 
same  level.    In  1945,  increasing  costs  may  result  in  some  reduction  in 
the  net  income  from  agriculture.. 

State  and  Regional  Summary  for  April 

Estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  April  by  States, 
add  up  to  1420    million  dollars,  slightly  higher  than  for  March  as  well 
as  for  April  1944.  Income  from  crops  was  25  per  cent  above  last  year, 
with  most  States  in  the  West  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  regions 
making  substantial  gains.    Large  quantities  of  corn  carried  over  from  the 
record  19  44  crop  accounted  for  much  of  the  56  percent  gain  in  the  West

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North  Central  Region.     Cash  receipts  in  Kansas  were  especially  high, 
mostly  because  of  a  significant  increase  in  receipts  from  wheat.  Larger 
crops  of  wheat  and  cotton  than  in  the  previousyear  brought  about  sharp 
increases  in  cash  receipts  during  April  1945  ever  last  yerr  in  the  South 
Central  Region.     In  the  Forth  Atlantic  Region,  cash  receipts  were  low 
seasonally.     Reduced  income  from  maple'  products  in  Vermont  and  New  York, 
as  a  result  of  inadequate  labor  supplies  and  a  relatively  early  season, 
accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  7-percent  decrease  in  the  region  as  a 
whole. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  produts  during  April 
dropped  from  last  year  in  all  regions  where  receipts  from  meat  animals 
made1  up  a  large  part  of  income  from  all  livestock  nroduots.    This  included 
all  except  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic  Region.    In  the  West  North 
Central  Region,  where  this  ratio  was  highest,  the  drop  in  livestock  receipts 
was  greatest.    Although  income  from  other  types  of  meat  animals  showed  an 
increase,  cash  receipts  from  hogs  declined  severely  in  all  States,  end  a 
decrease  of  53  percent  in  income  from  hogs  was  shown  for  the  region. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  dropped  rather  sharply  in 
all  States  in  the  region  except  Kansas,  where  increases  in  cash  receipts 
from  other  types  of  meat  animals  slightly  nore  than  offset  the  acute  decline 
in  income  from  hogs.     Total  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  during  April  dropped  9  percent  in  the  United  States  as  a  vhole. 

For  the  first  i  months,  total  income  from  crops  in  the  TTnited  States 
was  20  percent  above  last  year.     Cash  receipts  were  higher  than  in  1944 
in  all  regions  except  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  whore  no  change 
was  registered,  as  increased  income  Prom  soybeans  and  wheat  v,os  offset  by 
reduced  receipts  from  corn  .and  dry  edible  beans.     The  greatest  gain  was 
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shov/n  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  4-month  period  in  the  South 
Central  Region,  largely  because  of  sharp  increases  in  income  from  wh -at, 
cotton,  and  tobacco.     Cash  receipts  in  Oklahoma  made  a  greater  percentage 
increase  than  any  other  State  in  the  region,  because  of  unusual  gains  in 
receipts  from  wheat  and  cotton. 

Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  during 
January- Anril  dropped  10  per  cent  in  the  UnitedStetes ,  and  decreased  in 
all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic.     The  severe  decline  in  income  from 
hogs  in  all  State  in  the  West  Forth  Central  Region  accounted  for  most  of 
the  18-percent  decrease  in  the  region  as  a  whole.    Although  cash  receipts 
from  hogs  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  also  showed  a  sharp  decline,  an 
increase  in  'receipts  from  milk,  the  largest  source  of  income  in  the  region, 
more  than  offset  the  decrease  in  cash  receipts  from  meat  animals.

North*  Atlantic  Re g ion 

Cash  receipts  from  maple  products  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  during 
April  were  especially  low, . compared  with  19  44*    Because  of  the  warm  weather 
in  February  and  March,  a  relatively  large  proportion  of  the  small  19  45 
production  was  produced  during  those  months.     Inadequate  labor  supplies  -Sk 
and  lack  of  preparedness  for  the  early  season  were  mainly  responsible  for 
the  record  low  production  of"  ripple  products  in  19^5» 

Income  from  tobacco  during  the  first  4  months  of  the  year  was  more 
than  twice  as  great  ss  in  1944.    An  unusually  high  percentage  of  the  large 
1944  crop  was  held  .over  for  sale  in  1945,  I  ■ 

VJest  North  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  hogs,  one  of  the  most  important  sources  of  income, 
dropped  to  about  half  the  1944  level  both  for  April  and  ^or  the  period 
January  through  ^.pril. 

Income  from  crops  during  ^vpril  was  56  percent  above.  19  44,  the  highest 
regional  gain  in  the  country.     Receipts  from  corn  and  wheat  accounted  for 
a  large  part  of  the  increase  fron  crops -in  1945  over  1944,  for  both  April 
and  January-April.  Income  from  grain  sorghums  made  spectacular  gains  over 
last  year  for  April  as  well  as  for  the  first  4  months.     Sorghum  for  grain 
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is  competing  favorably  with  oats  and  barley  in  many  parts  of  this  region, 
because  of  its  ability  to  resist  dry  weather,  greater  yields  per  acre,  and 
heavier  weight  per  bushel.     Dwarf  varieties  have  recently  been  discovered 
that  lend  themselves  to  the  use  of  the  combine  to  better  advantage  than 
the  older  and  larger  varieties.    &  much  greater  proportion  of  the  crop  than 
usual  was  threshed  for  grain  in  this  section  during  1944,  because  of  the 
relatively  small  quantity  of  grain  on  hand  and  in  prospect  at  that  time 
in  relation  to  livestock  to  be  fed. 

South  Atlanti  c  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  truck  crops  during  April  rose  40  percent  abovj 
last  year.    Because  of  the  unusually  warm  weather  in  the  early  spring, 
the  season  was  advanced  by  at  least  a  month  in  many  States  in  the  rep-ion, 
and  truck  crops  moved  to  market  from  this  section  in  large  volume  during 
April. 

The  largest  increase  in  income  during  the  first  4  months  was  due  to 
a  sharp  rise  in  receipts  from  cotton.    Receipts  from  tobacco  were  more 
than  twice  as  great  as  last  year,  reflecting  the  substantial  increase  in 
production  during  19  44  in  all  tobacco  growing  States  in  the  region. 

South  Central  Region 

Income  from  strawberries  during  April  increased  sharply  over  last 
year,  as  production  in  all  major  producing  States  was  nearly  double  that 
of  19  44.     Receipts  from  truck  crops  also  rose  substantially,  largely 
because  of  higher  prices. 

We stern  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  truck  crops  rose  42  percent  above  last  year, 
both  in  April  and  January-April.     Higher  prices  contributed  largely  to 
this  increase.

.• ;•  Gash  receipts  frdm.farm  marketings'  and  Government  payments  continued 
to  rise  although  the  upward  trend  was  much  less  pronounced  than 

during;  the-  two  preceding  years.    There  was  an  increase  of  36  percent  from 
19U1  to,  19^2,-  a  ris'e  of  25  percent  from  19*4-2  to  l'9^3,  and  3  percent  from  19U3 
to  19*4*4.  ..  Cash  receipts  rose  from  an  average  of  8.5  hellion  dollars  in  1935-39 
to  20. 6":  billion  dollars  in  19*4*4.  ,  • 

;    Production  expanses  of  farm  operators  increased  *4  -percent  from '19*43 
to  19^4*4,-  compared  with  a  3-percent  increase  in  cash  receipts,  "but  .during  the 
entire  period  since  1935~39  production  expenses  have  risen  much  less  rapidly 
than  cash  receipts.    During  this  period,  the  changes  in  the  .  different  items 
of  production  expense  varied  considerably,  "both  in  degree  and  in  direction.  For 
example,  expenditures  for  feed  and  net  rent  paid  to  nonfarm  landlords  tripled; 
wages  to  farm  laborers  more  than  doubled;  taxes  remained  f  airly  stable;  whereas 
farm  mortgage  interest  decreased  about  25  percent  because  of  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  farm  mortgage  debt.. 

The  net  income- of  farm  operators  from  current  farm  operations  amounted 
to  11.9  billion  dollars  in  19*4*4,  compared  with  11.7  billion  in  19U3  and  an 
average  of  *4. 3  billion  for  1935~39«    With  Government  payments  included,  the 
net  income  from  current  operations  was  12.6  billion  dollars  in  19*4*4.  This 
was  an  increase  of  only  2  percent  over  the  12.3  billion  dollars  for  19*43t 
compared  with  a  3i~Percent  ris~e  from  19*42  to  l^Jf,3nd.  a  ^5~Percen*  rise  from 
19*41  to  I9U2. 

A  decline  in  farm  inventories  during  19*4*4,  amounting  to  0.*4  billion 
dollars,  in  contrast  to  an  increase  of  0.3  billion  in  19*+3»  210 re  than  offset 
the  rise  in,  income  from  current  operations.    A  large  reduction  in  the  number 
of  hogs .  on  farms  in  19*4*4,  together  with  lesser  reductions  for  all  other  classesof 
livestock',  more  than  offset  the  net  increase  in  value  of  crops  held  for  sale 
by  farmers.    As  a  result,  the  net  income  from  agriculture  to  persons  living 
on  farms  ,decl ihed  by  2  percent,  from  13*9  billion  dollars  in  19*4  3  to  --3-6 
billion  in  19*4*4>     (These  totals  include  Government  payments.)    This  decline 
occurred,  despite  a  rise  in  farm  wages  to  laborers  living  on- farms  from  l.*4 
to  1.5  billion  dollars.    As  table  1  indicates,  the  net  income  from  agriculture 
to  persQns  -on!;f;.arms  represents  the  net  income  to  farm  operators  plus  the  value 
of  the  change  in  farm  inventories  between  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year, 
plus  farm  wages;  to  laborers  living  on  farms. 

'The  decline  of  2  percent  between  19*4  3  and  19*4*4  in  the  net  income  from 
agriculture  to  persons  living  on  farms  (including  Government  payments)  con- 
trasted with  a  rise  of  8  percent  in  the  net  income  from  all  sources.,.:  of  • 
persons  not  living  on  farms.    The  aggregate  nst  income  of  the  nonfarm  e roup 
was    1*43  billion  dollars  in  19*4*4  as  compared  with  132  billioh  in  19*43  and  a 
59  billion  dollar  average  in.  19 35- 39  (table  l). 

Total  net- income  from  agriculture  (to  persons  living  on  and  off  farms 
and  including  Government  payments)  is  estimated  at  15.7  billion  dollars  in 
19*4*4,  a  1-percent  decline  from  the  total  of  15.9  billion  in  19- 3*    Rational  . 
income  increased  7  percent*  from  1*49.9  billion  dollars  in  19*43  to  I0O.9  billion 
in  19*4*+.    Agriculture,  together  with  Government  payments,  accounted  for  9.8

In  addition  to  income  from  agriculture,  the  farm  -oopulation  receives 
income  from  nonfarm  employment  and  from  other  nonagri cultural  sources.     *t  is 
estimated  that  the  nonagricultural  income  of  persons  on  farms  vras  a"bout  U  "billion 
dollars  in  ISkh,  a  slight  increase  over  I9U3.    This  brings  the  total  net  income 
of  the  farm  population  from  all  sources  to  17.7  "billion  dollars  in         .  compared 
with  17. S  billion  a  year  earlier.    Since  a  reliable  historical  series  on  the 
pro-portion  of  total  nonagricultural  income  that  accrues  to  the  farm  population 
is  not  available,  and  since  the  tables  in  this  report  are  designed  to  match 
the  historical  series  back  through  1910  presented  in  earlier  parity  reports, 
all  nonagricultural  income  is  assigned  to  the  nonfarm  group  in  the  accompanying 
set  of  tables,  except  in  the  first  two  summary  tables.  .

Because  of  .  a  decline  in  the  farm  population,,  .the  per  capita  net  income 
of  persons  on  farms  from  agriculture  was  slightly  higher. .in  19^  than  in  19^3 
despite. the  decline  in  aggregate  farm  income,    ^et  income  per  person  on  farms 
from  agriculture  v  as  $500  in  19^3  and$506  in  13kk  (table  2).    With  Government 
payments  and  nonagri cultural  income  included,  the  per  capita  income  of  t he- 
farm  population  rose  from  $668  in  19^3  to  $692  in  19      (table  2).    This  rise  was 
much  less  marked  than  from  19^2  to  19*+3>  when  per  capita  income  rose  from$506 
to$66S,  accompanied  by  a  much  greater  decline  in  the  farm  population  than 
occurred  between  19^3  and  19^»    ^er  capita  net  income  of  persons  living  off 
farma  was  $1,281  in  19^,  compared  with  the  $692  for  the  farm  population.

Income  of  the  farm  population  from  agriculture  was  well  above  parity  in 
19^,  but  had  declined  from  the  19*+ 3  bigh.     Excluding  Government  payments,  the 
parity  income  rattio  wes  I38  in  19*+*+ ,  a  drop  of  6  points  from  19*+3l  including 
Government  payments,  th^  ratio  was  l*+5,  as  compared  with  150  in  19*+ 3  an&  101  f°r 
19 35—39  (table  2).
